CONCLUS]ONS OF LAW

The Claimant was clearly eligible f or part.ial benef its f or the
week in question.

The decision of the Appeals Referee is apparently based on the
amount of wages received by the Claimant for the week ending
August 22, 1981. This is an incorrect way of calculate eligi-
b11ity. The correct calculation is done by determining which
wages are due to the Claimant or have been paid to Claimant for
services performed during the week in question. fn this case,
since only $55.00 of the Cfaimant's paycheck was attributable to
work during the week ending August 22, 1981, and since the
Claimant's weekly benefit amount was $70 . 00, the Cl-aimant was
clearly unemployed within the meaning of Section 20 (L) of the
Law.

Under Section 3 (b) (3) of the Law, Lhe Claimant is eligible for
her weekly benefit amount mj-nus that amount of the wages attri-
butabl-e to work in thaL week which is above $l-0.00. Since the
Cl-aimant earned $45.00 above the $10.00 amount, $45.00 should be
subtracted from the Claimant's weekly benefit amount of 570.00.
The Claimant is thus eligible for $25.00 for the week in
question.

The Claimant is eligible for S25.00 for the week ending August
22, t_981.

FINDINGS OF FACT

The claimant filed a claim for unemployment j-nsurance benefits,
effective June 21, 1981. Her weekly benefit amount was
determined to be $70.

The claimant filed a claim for benefits for the claim week
ending JuIy 4, 1981. Her employer, Baltimore City Schools,
reported earnings in the amount of #240. The claimant's Iast pay
stub was dated June 23, 1981-. The case was continued, so that

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the employer could. present additional evidence, if she worked
during the week in question. They did not appear or present. such
evidence. The claimanE denied that she worked for the claim week
ending JuIy 4, 1-98L, for Baftimore City Schools.

The cfaimant received $70 from the Agency for the claim week
ending ,Ju1y 4, 1981, and she was charged an overpa),ment for
this .

During the cfaim week ending AugusE 22, 1981, the claimant's
employer originally reportsed $170 as earnings. The claimant
workeri at tLre basebal I oames. when the Orioles were !l ayino in
Baltimore. she presented two Dav stubs for the period endinq
Auqust 14 1981, in the amount of $170 and for the period ending
Augusc 21, 1981, The pay period ends on Thursday, these stubs
amounted Lo 5220.

The claimant alleged that she did not work during the cfaim week
ending August 22, 1981, however, she was grantsed a continuance
to get her pay stubs. she presented them buts she did not
present anv other evidence from the empl-over, that she was not
employed during Ehis period. She contended that she was paid a
week 1ate.

The cLaiman! received $70 from the Agency for the claim week
ending August 22, L98L.

CONCLUS IONS OF I,AW

It is found thac the cfaimant was eligible for benefits and not
employed for the claim week ending Jvly 4, l-981-. The overpaymenE
of $70 charged against the claimant must be cancel-led.

However, it is found thaL the cfaimant worked and received wages
in excess of her weekly benefit. amount of $70 for the claim week
ending August 22, 1981. Therefore, the $70 t.hat she received
must be repaid to the Agency.

DECISION

The cl-aimant was not employed
4, L98L, the overpayment of $70

during tshe claim week ending JuIy
is cancelled.
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The claimant was not eligible for benefits wiLhin the meaning of
Section 4 and 20(L) for the claim week ending August 22,1981,
she is overpaid $70 for this week.

The claimant's total overpayment is now .$70, not $140 the
determination of t.he Claims Examiner is modified accordingly.
